U.S. MARINES AND AIRPLANES 
TO HUNT DOWN SANDINO BAND 


Detachment Expected to Encounter Nic- 
araguan Irregulars at San Fernando, 


Near Ocotal, Following Ambush. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 27. 
—United States Marines and the 
Nicaraguan constabulary today 
were awaiting orders to run down 
Gen. Sandino’s band of irregulars 
which on Monday tried to ambush 
a column of Marines and constab- 
ulary under Maj. Oliver Floyd at 
San Fernando. A number of shots 
were, fired, a Marine and several 
const&pularymen being wounded, 
but the irregulars were routed with 
the loss of several killed and many 
wounded. 

Military circles expect that an 

i" 


action will soon take place between 
the irregulars and the Marines, in 
which airplanes will have a part, 
just as they did in the fight at Oco- 
tal, when Sandino’s men tried to 
capture that town from a Handful 
of Marines and constabulary. At 
Ocotal Sandino lost 300 men. The 
Marines lost one man killed and 
another was wounded. 

Ocotal and San Fernando, north 
of Managua, are 20 miles apart.

Wimer to Offer Resolution, 


for Appointment of Com- 
mission to Investigate 
Purchase. 


WILL SUBMIT PLAN 
TO BOARD SEPT. 30 


Chairman of Rapid Transit 
Committee Would Accept 
Valuation Already 
Fixed by State Hearings. 


Purchase of the United Rail- 


ways properties by the city, for the 
approximate valuation of $52,- 
000,000 placed upon them by the 
State Public Service Commission, 
is the plan now advocated. by 
Alderman Samuel L. Wimer of the 
Twenty-seventh Ward, chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen Special 
Committee on Rabid Transit. 

Alderman Wimmer  tofay 
nounced his decision to introduce 


a resolution, when the board re- 
convenes Sept. 30, proposing that 
a commission of seven be named, 
to investigate the question of pur- 
chase_ of the United Railways 
property. 

His suggestion is that the com- 
mission should consist of the 
Mayor, Comptroller, President of 
the Board of Public Service, one 
Alderman, and three citizens 
named by the Mayor. The Mayor 
and Comptroller would have ro 
votes. The commission, as he 
plans it, would serve four years, 
and members would be irremova- 
ble, to prevent political pressure. 

“I would favor a bond issue of 
$100,000,000" Alderman Wimer 
said, ‘of which $52,000,000 would 
provide for purchase of the street 
car lines and equipment, and the 
other $48,000,000 would start the 
new rapid transit system. With 
$48,000,000, some ' eight miles of 
downtown subway lines could be 
constructed. 

‘There would be a saving to the 
city, as I figure it, of 3 per cent 
annually, for a 30-year period, on 
the $52,000,000 valuation. If the 
street car lines remain in private 
ownership, and a_e service-at-cost 
plan is adopted, with a 7 per cent 
return to the company, it would 
mean that the people would have 
to pay 7 per cent on the $52,000,- 
000, as the company’s return. Serv- 
ice-at-cost is really a_ cost-plus 
plan. 

“If the city issued bonds for the 
purchase of the lines, the cost to 
the people would be 4 per cent on 
the $52,000,000, or a saving of 3 
per cent on this large amount an- 
nually.”’ 

City Ownership Best Plan, 

Wimer said he had come to be- 
lieve in municipal ownership as the 
best solution of the street car 
problem, though formerly he was 
opposed to the idea. He cited the 
Water Department as an instance 
of a public utility economically 
operated and giving satisfaction to 
the public. 

“With municipal ownership,” he 
said, “I believe the service could 
be co-ordinated, some useless lines 
eliminated, bus feeder service ex- 
tended, and transportation gener- 
ally co- ordinated. e

AMBITION TO RULE, 
NOW KING IS DEAD 


Denies She Wanted Regen- 
cy in Rémania — Says 
Ferdinand Would Have 
Named Her if She Had. 


DECLARES SHE LOVES 
DAUGHTER-IN-LAW 


After Mourning She Hopes 
to Travel Again — Will- 
ing That Ileana Should 


Wed American.

BUCHAREST, Rumania; July 27. 
—A plea to the people of America 
not to forget her in her sorrow 
was made by Queen Marie when 
she received the correspondent at 
Cotrocenit Palace while King Fer- 
dinand lay dead in an adjoining 

room. 

“Death has torn my heart and 
seared my soul,” she said. “It has 
taken from me my dear husband 


and the gentlest and most dutiful 
of kings. It reduced me from_a 
reigning Queen to a lonely widow. 
I shall sit cloistered and alone in 
this little room to bear the agony 
which God has thrust upon me. 

“Let not the people of America 
forget me in my sorrow. Let the 
women especially give me their sis- 
terly love and consolation. I am 
only a widow now. My throne is 
gone. I need the support of my 
dear American friends to bear the 
slings and arrows which even in 
death are directed against me by 
the outside world.” 

Black-Veiled, White Mantled. 


With a huge crucifix resting on 
the wall just above her head, and 
with her face enveloped in deep 
black veil relieved by a mantle of 
white, Marie resembled a mother 
superior in a convent more than a 
Queen. 

Only the muffled shuffling of 
peasants’ footsteps passing the 
King's coffin in the adjacent death 
chamber could be heard. Burn- 
ing incense and flickering candles 
cast an eerie pall over the room. 
At her side were a Bible and other 
religious books, and in front of 
her was an illuminated Ikon. 

“My critics and adversaries say 
I am an ambitious woman, that I 
wanted the regency, that I wanted 
to be a modern Cleopatra, that I 
wished to be Queen,” she went on. 
“This is cruelly false. I wish to be 
allowed to carry on the King’s 
work for the good of all Rumania. 

“In any station of life when a 
husband dies, it-is the duty of the 
widow to stay at-home and look 
after the children. The King was 
the father of the Rumanian people. 
I am their mother. Surely they 
still want me to guide them, not 
only as Queen, but as mother. With 
the King gone, I shall have a two- 
fold duty to perform for my coun- 
try—his own and mine. 

Could Have Had Power. 

“Throughout the King’s long and 
recurring illnesses, his mind was 
perfectly clear and normal. Had 
I wanted to succeed him upon his 
death as absolute ruler of Rumania, 
I need only have asked him and 
his choice would have been = su- 
preme. But as.a matter of fact, 
we never once discussed the ques- 
tion in spite of the fact that from 
time to time various persons and 
political groups urged me insistent- 
ly to become sole regent. 

“Those who think evil things of 
me say I dislike my daughter- in- 
law Helen (Carol’s wife); that I] 
am jealous of her; that I even be- 
grudge little Mihail inheriting the 
legal right to the throne. These 
accusations are heartlessly false. 
I love Helen and her child with all 
my heart. They have been de- 
eerted by their husband and father. 
Shall I forsake them in this solemn, 
trying hour when Mihai (Michael) 
is about to ascend to the throne? 
No, a Queen's heart has greater 
love than that.” 

Ferdinand’s Last Hours. 


From this subject, Queen Marie 
turned to Ferdinand’s last hours on 
earth. 

“He was like a child in his sim- 
plicity and faith.” she continued. 
“When the King of all Kings sat 
on his invisible throne beckoning 
Ferdinand to come, he clung to me 
pathetically and said, ‘How can I 
leave you and the children and 
the country?’ He begged me to 
stand between him and Eternity 
But God knew better and took him 
from me. His dying words were: 
‘I am tired; I want to rest.’ 

“Only a few weeks ago I ob- 
tained some catalogues and flow- 
er seeds from the United States 
Department of Agriculture and 
discussed with the King the plant- 
ing of them in our gardens, which 
he now is never to see.

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Seeks Consolation From America 
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QUEEN MARIE OF RUMANIA. 
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LITTLE PROSPECT 
OF SOLUTION IN 
COAL DEADLOCK 


Illinois Operators’ Associa- 
tion, at Close of St. Louis 
Meeting, Say Wages Must 
Be Reduced. 


The Illinois Coal Operators’ As- 
sociation met at Hotel Statler to- 
day to discuss the deadlock be- 
tween the operators and miners ex- 
isting since the Illinois soft coal 
mines shut down April 1, but noth- 
ing to indicate early resumption of 
production came of the meeting. 

After the meeting, which ended 
at noon, Rice Miller of Hillsboro, 
Ill., head of the .association, is- 
sued a statement that “the opera- 
tors acnnot renew the Jacksonville 
terms and live.” When the Jack- 
sonville wage agrecment, signed in 
1924, expired March 31, last, miners 
and operators prepared for a long 
siege of idleness. 

“An unnecessarily high cost of 
producing coal without commensur- 
ate benefit,to the worker has 
progressively cut Illinois coal out 
of its natural markets in favor of 
coal from greater distances but 
mined under more elastic and 
sensible conditions of wage struc- 
ture,’”’ said Miller in his formal 
statement. 

No Hint as to Plans. 

Coal operators from Chicago and 
other sections of Jllinois were here 
for the meeting, the first the as- 
sociation has held in a month. 
While there is a general belief that 
the Illinois mines will reopen in 
the’ fall, Miller gave no hint as to 
when the operators expected to re- 
sume production. 

No adjustments have been made 
in wage contracts in the unionized 
Illinois coal fields for seven years, 
according to Miller's statement. 
The Jacksonville agreement, it 
stated, “carried the highest wages 
and many unnecessarily expensive 
working rules that had grown up 
during the war and post-war pe- 
riods, Changes in the, industry 
since then, he argued, have made 
the old wage scale obsolete. 

Tess Union Control, 


“Union production,” his’ state- 
ment continued, “has constantly 
shrunk and nonunion expanded un- 
til, taking the annual] basis with- 
out considering the present strike, 
today less than one-third of the 
country’s bituminous coal is from 
unfon territory. The union's con- 
trol of the industry has shrunk 
from more than two-thirds to less 
than one-third in course of a few 
years. 

“The operators have done every- 
thing in their power to convince 
union leaders of the fallacy of this 
inflexible policy, and to persuade 
these leaders to win back the 
natural prosperity of the union 
fields by constructive co-operation 
and wise adjustments of outgrown 
conditions. No progress was made. 
Meanwhile more and more union 
mines have been forced out of the 
markets, or whole districts—such 
as Northern West Virginia, West- 
ern Pennsylvania and parta of 
Ohlo—have been forced to break

LONDON, July 27. — Great 
Britain has no desire to destroy 
equality of sea power as between 
herself and the United States, Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, Foreign Min- 
ister, told the House of Commons 
in an eagerly awaited statement de- 
fending the proposals set forth by 
the British delegates at the tri- 
partite naval conference at Gene- 


va, 
“Despite the efforts of our dele- 


gates at Geneva,” he said, “serious 
misapprehensions of the aims of the 
British Government still prevail in 
some quarters. His Majesty's gov- 
ernment even has been charged 
with the desire to destroy that 
equality of sea power as between 
the United States and the British 
Empire, which the Washington 
conference contemplated—a suspi- 
cion for which there is no founda- 
tion.”” 

Sir Austen told the House that 
the British plenipotentiaries, who 
have been consulting the Cabinet in 
London, were returning to Geneva 
to continue the negotiations, which, 
it was trusted, would reach a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

Temporary Basis Possible. 

opinion of the British 
Government, he said, there need be 
no difficulty in reaching a tempo- 
rary arrangement regarding the im- 
mediate future of the difficult 
question of cruiser building.

Sir Austen said that it would be 
improper at this stage to make 
any detailed explanation of the 
British proposals or those of the 
other interested powers. 

“The statement I am going to 
read is therefore designed only to 
remove a misunderstanding which 
if continued uncorrected, could 
not but impede the prospects of 
success,” he .said., 

“The invitation of the President 
of the United States to take part 
in the disarmament conference 
was understood by His Majesty's 
Government to be based on the de- 
sire to develop the policy of the 
Washington conference by dimin- 
ishing yet further labor and ex- 
penditure while maintaining nua- 
tional security,” said the secretary. 
“With this two-fold aim His Majes- 
ty’s Government is in complete 
agreement, and they desire jto 
measure the merits of every pro- 
posal by the degree to which % 
furthers this two-fold purpose.” 

“It is with this principle that 
they propose to diminish the size

THE OTHER KIND OF “FIFTY -FIFTY”’ MARRIAGES 


Heroic Women of the Liver | 
ary Frontiers Who Are 
Not Above Toiling for and 
With Their Men. 


By SARAH M’DOUGALL. 
NEW YORK. 


RE the wives of today revert- 

ing to type and becoming the 

old-fashioned helpmates their 
pioneer grandmothers were, model- 
ing themselves after heroic women 
of the frontier who were not above 
fighting for and with their men? 

Pronouncements by a number of 
Prominent men indicate that in- 
stead of being self-centered indi- 
vidualists, wives in the most mod- 
ern homes of the most modern city 
in the world are willing to spend 
their days defending their hus- 
bands from the 1927 counterpart of 
wild Indians who would steal a 
mati’s time, kill his brain children 
and otherwise interfere with his 
job. 

A remark made by the authors 
of one of Broadway's most recent 
successful plays called attention to 
the activities a wife may be carry- 
ing on behind the scenes to pro- 
mote the public success of her hus- 
band. 

In a moment of gratitude for the 
good fortune that befell their mys- 
tery melodrama, Lowell Brentano 
and Fulton Oursler, authors of 
“The Spider,” admitted that the 
play never would have been writ- 
ten had it not been for the help 
these writers received from their 
wives. Other prominent men picked 
up the cue and have been saying 
similar things about their work 
and their wives. 


Not a man was found who com- 
plained that his wife did not under- 
stand him, that she hindered his 
self-expression, interfered with his 
art, or anything like that. Not a 
woman regretted that her soul de- 
velopment had to be sacrificed in 
order to focus the family energy 
on pushing the husband’s career to- 
ward the goal. 


Mrs. Oursler answered her hus- 
band’s acknewledgment by saying 
she had to get him angry in order 
to get him to go to work and write 
his share of the popular and profit- 
able play. After watching him 
spend unproductive weeks in his 
large and sunny study in their fif- 
teenth floor apartment, she finally 
locked him out of that workroom. 
The storm that followed cleared 
the fog from his mind, and, she 
says, he has been working ever 
since. 


Not Just Wife’s Husband. 


Charles G. Norris, who recently 
came on from California with the 
manuscript of his new novel, “Zel- 
da Marsh,’’ declared that he never 
would have written a line of fic- 
tion had it not been for the en- 
couragement and support he re- 
ceived from his wife, Kathleen 
Norris. He was still on tho staff 
of the American Magazine, when, 
partly through his efforts, his wife 
came into prominence as a novel- 
ist. 

“The thing that got my goat was 
when some one introduced me as 
Mr. Kathleen Norris,” he recalled. 
“We talked it over and decided 
that things could not go on like 
that. We left New York and went 
back to California. In six months 
I had written my first book.” 

His account of his wife sup- 
porting him through that period, 
paying the bills, protecting him 
against interruptions or annoy- 
ances, suggested a picture of the 
pioneer woman with a gun in her 
hand, bending over the prostrate 
form of a husband with an arrow 
in his side. Mr. Norris’s “Bread’”’ 
and “Brass” and other one-word 
titles had won him literary recog- 
nition on his own account. Now 
husband and wife take turns play- 
ing watchdog for each other, read- 
ing and criticising one another’s 
work. He feels that some of his 
debt to his wife has been paid by 
his success as her business man- 
ager. 

“TI did the driving and put her 
stuff over,” he said. “Soon after 
we were married I sat up most of 
a night piecing together the small 
scraps of a story manuscript she 
had torn to bits because she 
thought it was not good enough 
to read aloud to me. I sold it to 
the Atlantic Monthly after it had 
been rejected by twenty-five edi- 
tors.” 


An Old-Fashioned Wife. 


Frank Harling, composer of 
‘Dec. River” and “A Light From 
St. Agnes.” admits that he could 
not get his composing done were 
it mot for the help he receives 
from his young and pretty wife, 
who for some reason he calls “Si- 
wash,” though her name is Lugar- 
da. She had been a church and 
oratorio singer before she met Mr. 
Harling. Now she says the only 
reason she keeps up her singing 
is because by it she can help her 
husband in his work. 

“T guess I'm just an old-fash- 
ioned wife,.”’ she said. “People 
tell me I’m crazy to give up my 
own career and that I’m sacrific- 
ing too much to help my hus- 
band. I have not thou®ht of such 
a thing. I am doing what I like 
to do. I like to help him by keep- 
ing him from being disturbed by 
business things, by singing his 
themes as he works them out, 
and telling him what I think of 
therm. His work fascinates me s0 
much more than my Own ever 
aid. He is always doing some- 
thing so interesting that I just 
couldn't go away ona ~singing 
tour and leave him.

On the brink of coming back 
to Broadway with three, and per- 
haps four, new plays, George Mid- 
dleton disregarded productions 
and theaters long enough to ac- 
knowledge that his wife, Fola La 
Follette, is a very great help to 
her playwright husband. 

“I depend absolutely on her 
judgment regarding any linesthat 
relate to the emotions or the hu- 
man side of life,” he said. “She 
is a very keen critic, infallible on 
certain aspects of the drama, The 
experience of having been at one 
time on the stage is another fac- 
tor that contributes to the value 
of her criticism.’’ 

Channing Pollock has so often 
borne testimony to the invaluable 
help he gets from his wife when 
his plays are in the making, and 
Mrs. Pollock’s friends so often 
deplore the fact that she has sac- 
rificed her own writing talent to 
help him, that she was induced 
to talk about it just before they 
sailed for Spain for the summer. 
The last thing they did before 
leaving New York was to win a 
lawsuit in which Mr. Pollock was 
defendant in a plagiarism com- 
Plaint, and to spend in that con- 
test a few thousand dollars ofthe 
fortune he made on “‘The Fool.” 

“Iam what you might call a do- 
mestic pragmatist,” sald Mrs. Pol- i 
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lock. “I believe that when a wom- 
an marries she might as well make 
up her mind to do the most useful 
thing. One of the most useful 
things I do now is to protect my 
husband from reading manuscripts 
by other authors. He has not read 
a manuscript play in years and he 
never will if I can prevent it. De- 
fending ourselves against the accu- | 
sation of stealing ideas is an ex- | 
pensive annoyance and a terrific | 
waste of time.” ; 

Mrs. Pollock said she never has 
had a moment of self-pity because 
she gave up her own career to heip 
her husband.

“I did have some little talent 
for rhyming and I wrote some one- 
act plays for vaudeville, and I 
might have gone on doing that sort 
of thing.

This is one of the most stubborn 
sort of blemishes, please remember, 
and as much the wages of using 
ice on the face, as it of gour- 
mandizing.

| Nevertheless, the United States cannot afford to 
‘kill 300 Nicaraguans in defense of the slight busi- 
ness interests held in that country by American 
bankers and lumbermen. By so doing it convicts 
itself, as the Springfield (Mass.) Republican points 
out, of naked imperialism. It undoes every work 
that has been done to win the friendship of Latin 
America. It moreover closes to itself, by reason of fear 
of its designs and resentment of its brutal treatment 
of the natives, a market which it cannot well do 
without.

policy. There is scarcely a reputable publication in 
the country, or one that has an opinion beyond blind 
subserviency to the Coolidge administration, that 
does not disagree with the way in which we are con- 
ducting our affairs in-the Caribbean states. Aside 
from its bad morals, they all fear, as the New York 
Times does, the effect upon Latin America. 

Our Caribbean policy, in a word, is unpopular with 
the country. The country does not sanction all the 
things we are doing to promote American interests 
in the Caribbean. It disagrees that dollar diplomacy, 
in which the armed forces of the United States fol- 
low any and every financial adventure into the trop- 
ics, is a sound or politic public policy. The Post- 
Dispatch is convinced that it is not. It has dis- 
agreed with our Caribbean policy from the outset. 
Nor has its disagreement excepted the acts of Dem- 
ocratic administrations. It was in our opinion as 
wrong for us to kill the people of Haiti and San Do- 
mingo when Mr. Wilson was in the White House as 
it is now for us to kill the Nicaraguans when Mr. 
Coolidge is President. The thing has gone to a point 
where something must be done about it. Popular 
feeling in Nicaragua is plainly against us. The only 
reason why there is not a general uprising against 
the 1200 marines left in the country is that the peo- 
ple have no arms. They will, however, organize an- 
other army. It will be the same sort of army that 
attacked the marines at Ocotal, and the consequences 
will likély be even more terrible. 

Before this happens, why not change our Caribbean 
policy? There is a way to doit. The Post-Dispatch 
has suggested it several times. If Nicaragua refuses 
to maintain a stable government, if the rights of 
foreign countries are imperiled by revolution, and 
we are obligated by the Monroe Doctrine to protect 
not only our own business ventures but those of 
Europe as well, why not ask the rest of Latin Amer- 
ica to join with us in doing it? If we went to the 
Pan-American Union and proposed that policing the 
incorrigible states on the Caribbean become the duty 
of the union, as much the obligation of Argentina and | 
Brazil as it is our own, does anyone doubt that the | 
Latin American countries would welcome such an.

Brentwood, smarting under public criticism of the 
methods of its law officers, has decided to turn over 
a new leaf.

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HORSE-RACING IN MISSOURI. 


It is too bad that horse-racing must return to the 
State through the back door. Its passport is a ruling 
from the Missouri Supreme Court that the certificate 
system of horse-racing betting (a mere adaptation of 
the pari-mutuel system) does not violate any existing 
statute, and particularly does not violate the 1905 law 
against booking and pooling of bets. Thus we will 
soon have the anomalous situation whereby one may 
bet freely at race tracks but may not bet on the same 
races at a bookmaking shop in town. 

Several attempts have been made to get the Legis- 
lature to pass a law permitting horse-racing, but they 
have all failed because we in America prefer to deal 
with such things in a back-handed manner. The Leg- 
islature refuses to take positive steps toward the 
establishment and regulation of horse-racing because 
it is afraid of offending voters, but it is for racing 
negatively by not expressly forbidding it by statute. 

Already the promoters are stirred to frenzied activ- 
ity. It is rumored that St. Louis County will have 
three plants, and that others will be built through- 
out the State. As in the case of the dog track at 
Ramona Park, these plants will be without any regu- 
lation or supervision whatsoever. They will be able 
to deduct any amount from money. wagered that the 
traffic will bear, and add to this a liberal amount in 
the form of “breakage,” or odd pennies left over after 
the computation of the odds. 

Illinois, after a few seasons of unregulated racing, 
finally has legalized horse-race betting and made pro- 
visions to protect the public. Under the new Illinois 
law, all jockey clubs are answerable to the State 
and must pay appropriate license fees. “Breakage’”’ 
is abolished and bettors must be paid to the exact 
penny. Likewise, the jockey clubs’ take-out is lim- 
ited to a fixed percentage. After Missouri’s unfortu- 
nate experience with horse-racing a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, it should know better than to permit wild- 
cat promoters to run the game, with no regulation 
whatsoever. 

We hope the next Missouri Legislature will be 
manly enough to follow Illinois’ example in legalizing 


and governing the tracks that will exist here by the 


time it meets, instead of burying its head in the sand.

GET OUT OF NICARAGUA. 
From the St. Joseph News-Press, 


DMITTING that any measure of relief 

to save the handful of American lhicrines 
who were marked as the victims of San- 
dino’s army was justifiable as a measure of 
relief from a dire emergency, it was never- 
theless unwelcome news that came from 
Nicaragua when the incident was related in 
the dispatches. 

Incidentally some 300 Nicaraguans were 
killed and no one knows how many maimed 
by American bullets. Most of these NIi- 
caraguans were killed in bunches by ma- 
chine gun bullets pumped into them by 
American aviators who flew over the Nica- 
raguan troops. Americans raised quite a 
protest when the French butchered the Rif- 
fians who were fighting for independence in 
Morocco. French flyers killed the Riffs in 
great numbers, and America thought if 
was most unfair, for the Riffs had 
not even a gambler’s chance. Now the 
American aviators are playing the same 
game against the Nicaraguans who are 
fighting quite as hopelessly as were the 
Riffs for what they deem their right to 
self-government. 

This meddling with Latin-American af- 
fairs is sorry business, and full of grief and 
shame. It is easy enough to crush opposi- 
tion in Nicaragua. We could destroy the 
entire population from the air as easily as 
we destroyed Sandino’s men. But what 
g00d would that do? And the entire world 
would hate us for ages to come. In what- 
ever course we pursue we alienate Latin- 
America and place ourselves in a lament- 
ably disadvantageous light. Neither Diaz 
nor the American interests favored by him, 
and which, in turn, favor him, are worth 
the trouble they are giving. Let’s get out 
as soon as possible. And then let's stay 
out. 


SANDINO AND THE MARINES. 
From the New Republic. 


HE more we learn about the battle in 

Nicaragua, the worse it looks. The 
number of dead among the forces of the 
Nicaraguan Liberal General, Sandino, is of- 
ficlally estimated at 200 to 300, with many 
more wounded; the casualties among the 
Americans consist in one Marine killed, and 
another wounded. Most of the slaughter 
of the Liberals was done by five bornbing 
Planes against which the Liberals, whose 
heaviest artillery consisted of four machine 
guns, were all but helpless. The force sent 
against them is described as a joint expedi- 
tion of the Nicaraguan Conservatives and 
the U. S. Marines: but it is a safe assum p- 
tion that most of the casualties were inflict. 
ed by the American forces. 

It is true that Sandino had received ampi.e 
warning of the coming attack, and it is ap- 
parently true that he precipitated the con- 
flict by his own aggression. 
only leader of the Liberals who refused to 
yield up his arms after the intervention of 
Colonel Henry L. Stimson, two months ago. 
At that time it was announced that those 
who did not surrender would be disarmed 
by force; and Sandino not only declined to 
give up. but subsequently aggravated his of- 
fense by seizing an American-owned gold 
mine. The American military commander 
could not overlook such a defiance. and 
naturally used the most effective weapons 
he had, with the terrible results indicated 

The incident is not a reproach to him. but 
to the United States government, for inter- 
fering by force of arms in the interna! pfolt- 
tics of a supposedly independent country. 
What we are doing now is. on the whole, 
preferable to our previous action when we 
permitted the war to go on, but refused to 
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He was the ° 


permit a Liberal victory. It is easy to 
foresee, however, the articles which will 
now appear throughout the Latin-American 
press. An American-owned gold mine in 
Nicaragua is seized by a native patriot; 
whereupon American aeroplanes rain down

MURDERING THE NICARAGUANS. 
From the Nation. 


URDER is the fit word to describe the 

action of the United States marines in 
Nicaragua. The United States created the 
anarchy which it is now attempting to sup- 
press. When the Liberals had substantially 
reconquered the country American marines 
retook it for the Conservatives, and foday 
they are doing police work for a goVern- 
ment which would collapse in sixty seconds 
if the American forces retired. When Pres- 
ident Coolidge’s personal envoy, ‘Henry L. 
Stimson, threatened forcibly to disarm the 
Liberal troops in May, one Nicaraguan Gen- 
eral, Sandino, retired to the hills and kept 
up the fight. Undoubtedly he has main- 
tained himself by preying on the country: 
undoubtedly, too, he has the sympathy of 
the vast majority of his countrymen. And 
a General who, at the head of 500 barefoot 
Nicaraguans, defies the United States com- 
mands our respect. General Sandino even 
attacked an outpost of United States ma- 
rines at Ocotal. Heavily outnumbered, but 
better armed and trained; the marines put 
up a brilliant resistance. They might, how- 
ever, have lost but for the arrival of five 
American bombing planes which swept 
Seandino’s ranks with machine guns—4000 
rounds—and dropped twenty-seven bombs. 
They left 30) dead Nicaraguans (some, ap- 
parently, civilians) for the vultures to feed 
cn, and no one knows how many wounded. 
The Americans lost one killed and two seri- 
ously wounded. And when William 
Green, president of the American Fed- 
eration * of- Labor, protested to Sec- 
retary Kellogg, that official replied that 
Sandino’s men were “outlaws.” What law 
excuses the presence of American marines 
on Nicaraguan battlefields or of American 
bombing planes for mass murder?
